the approval of the majority It was passed
and will be taken up later and  elther
adopted or discarded,

In the council charter provision s made
for six wards with one representative from
eich, A three-year term Is provided and
provislon s made for the present oMoinlu
to hold over, Under the suggestion of the
councll committee all clty oMelaln will be
required to give a surety bond, the pre-
mium to be pald by the city. 1o carse such
bhond oannoi ba given the title to the oMen
tust necessarlly be forfelted

Removul from JdMee of city oMelals 18
provided for by a process of the district
court,  Any three councilmen may
charges aghlnst the mayor, while tue mayor
and any three members of the councll may
